SEA SAVED 


Captain and Nine Men 
from Lost H. G. Foss 
Picked Up After Six Days 


5.8. VOLENDAM (By Wireless to 
the Associated Press) Oct. 28. The 
captain and the crew of nine men 
of the American schooner Horatio G. 
Foss of Boston were rescued today 
by the Holland-America iiner Volen- 
dam en route from Bermuda to New 
York. 

The men were picked from a small 
open motor boat in which they had 
been floating since the 22nd inst, 
when their vessel sank in the heavy 
seas about 200 miles northeast of 
Bermuda. 

Capt. J. Dekoning, commander of 
the Volendam, was on the bridge 
when he sighted a red flare which 
he first took for fishermen. After 
a few minutes he saw another flare 
and hove two. The Volendam was 
then about thirty-five miles from 
Bermuda. At 5:30 p.m. the Volendam 
picked up the small motor boat of 
the Horatio G. Foss, which had been 
setting off the flares. A southeaster- 
ly gale was blowing and the sea was 
rough. 


The captain of the schooner. W. D. 
Potter of Cambridge, Mass., and the 
crew of the abandoned schooner were 
all exhausted and suffering from lack 
of food and exposure. They said 
they were trying to make Bermuda in 
the opel boat. Capt. Dekoning said 
that he thought it would have been 
impossible for them to reach Bermu- 
da because of the bad weather and 
the high seas.

RIO JANEIRO, Oct. 28. (P- ne 
ocean's toll from the ill-fated Ital- 
lan liner Principessa Mafalda tonight 
was placed tentatively at 293 dead 
and missing as rescue ships in port 
completed discharging their unex- 
pected passengers. 

The actual story of the disaster al- 
<> began to take definite form as the 
accounts of survivors were pieced to- 
gether. Terror gave those rescued 
almost as many views of the tragic 
scene as there were survivors, but 
many points stand out as agreed upon 
by many or all of those who live to 
tell the tale. 7 

Of the 1256 persons said by the 
Italian Embassy to have been aboard 
the vessel, 963 were accounted for to- 
night. The French liner Mosella took 
fifty-two survivors into Bahia last 
night. 

The French steamer Formosa, first 
rescue ship on the scene, brought 
353 survivors here today and the 
Dutch vessel Alhena brought 531 
Twenty-seven more have been re- 
ported en route to Pernambuco 
aboard the Italian steamer Rosetti. 
The total on these ships is 963, and 
it is not believed here that there are 
any survivors on any of the three 
or four smaller vessels that answered 
the Mafalda's distress call. 

WATER RUSHES IN 
The survivors almost all are 
that dancing, laughter and festivities 
on a beautiful tropic afternoon sud- 
Genly were turned to.gloom by the 
crash of a breaking propeller shaft 
and the sound of water rushing into 
the vessel's stern. From this point on 
accounts diverge as to details. ; 
Many declare there was an explo- 
sion and that the ship's flooded boil- 
ers tore open the ship's hull as they 
burst. Others deny there was any ex- 
plosion. Some say Capt. Simon Gull 
calmed the passengers by telling them 
the accident was not serious, and 
that festivities were resumed. They 
maintained that time was lost be- 
cause of this with resultant loss of 
life in the haste when 
boats finally were launched. 
Some told of sharks devouring ter- 
rified victims as they struggled in the 
water, while other survivors who did 
not see sharks were skeptical. One 
of the most vivid and grewsome word 
pictures of the sea beasts after their 
prey was painted by John Lyra 
Chaves, a passenger aboard the Mo- 
sella 


Ghastly medallions picked out of 
the darkness by the searchlights of 
rescue ships, he said, revealed shriek- 
ing men, women and children swim- 
ming or clinging to wreckage. Some 
of them were frantically trying to 
escape huge fierce sharks, he de- 
clared. One man was saved from a 


searchlight in 
Chaves sad. 
A steward of the Mosella was an 
outstanding hero of the night of hor- 
rors. Alone in a lifeboat he worked 
until morning picking up survivors 
and delivering them to the nearest 
whip, regardless of whether it was his 


own. 

Praise of Capt. Guli for going down 
with his ship was tempered with 
criticism for supposed delay in get- 
ting the lifeboats launched. Catalao 
Carmine, a member of the crew, said, 
however, “I calculate that the. life- 
boats were ready for launching with- 
in fifteen minutes in spite of the 
panic.” Carmine said the ehip’s band

Prosecutor Says Sheriff Was

LIGHTS BELOW THE WATERLIN"™ 


The outdoor swimming pool used 
by the e Officers’ Civilian 
Training Camp at Jefferson dar- 
racks, Missouri, is the first to be 
lighted with underwater floodlights. 
The pool is of concrete and meas- 
ures 50x130 feet and from four to 
nine feet in depth. It was formerly 
lighted with overhead lights, but

The 
Northern Colorado “pilgrimage” of 
miners arrived in Walsenburg this 
afternoon and added over 300 strikers 
to those from Trinidad, Aguilar and 
other Southern Colorado mining dis- 
tricts who have spent the day in 
Walsenburg. 

Where the strikers are concentrat- 


ing all their efforts to close up the 
mines of the vicinity still operating, 
huge mass meetings and demonstra- 
tions are planned there for tonight. 

Amelia Sablich, 19-year-old girl, 
who has been a leader of picketing 
activities in the Southern Colorado 
fields, was severely injured today 
when she was trampled by a mine 
guard’s horse. The young girl, who 
is always attired in a flaming red 
dress, led more than 200 strike sym- 
pathizers to the Ideal mine of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Company this 
morning. While her followers re- 
mained in the rear she braved the 
guns and bayonets of the guards be- 
fore an unruly horse knocked her 
down. One wrist was broken and she 


said late today her condition is not 
as serious as believed at ‘first. 


QUIET IN NEW MEXICO 


E. H. Weitzel, general manager of 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron Com- 
pany, largest operators in the Colo- 
rado coal fields, announced today that 
no further attempt will be made to 
keep pickets from their mines. He 
said guards will be stationed to pro- 
tect property, but that no effort will 
be made to drive back the pickets.

Winter of Suffering Appears 
to be Inevitable 


Fiercest Strife in Years Now| 


Rending Country 


More Than 500,000 Battle on 
Six Distinct Fronts 


PEKING, Oct. 28. (7)—Never in re- 
cent years has China been in a more 


chaotic condition than now. Fight-/ 


ing is in progress in at least six 
different war areas and a widespread 
winter of suffering and hardship ap- 
pears inevitable. 

The number of independent con- 
tending factions appears larger than 
ever and the only combination en- 
joying comparative stability appears 
to be the Manchurian-Shantung- 
Chihli alliance, usually known as the 
northern alliance, which has its cen- 
ter in Peking. Here conditions are 
comparatively serene, although even 
here artillery and rifle fire frequently 
is audible from recurring guerilla 
conflicts to the north and west. 

It is estimated authoritatively that 
500,000 soldiers now are actually in 
the field. Disintegration among the 
soldiery is so marked that it is vir-

broad political alignment or to mark 
out the “fronts” accurately.
